SPECULATIVE SQUATTING 

If the synopsis published in the papers is 
correct the late changes in the land law cer- 
tainly make it much more favorable than the 
former one to at least one class of the com- 
munity, and the one pon which the vials of 
the wrath of the department have been un- 
ceasingly poured for the past four or five 
years, that is the speculative squatter. It is 
only a year ayo since the blue book contain- 


ing the report of the department of the in- | 


terior laid down the principle that home- 
steads were not intended for every person 
who came to the North-West, but only for 
those who required them exclusively to make 
a living on. 
trouble that it had been necessary to take in 
order to disabuse the public mind of the con- 


trary impression and that the neble efforts | 


of the land officials in the cancellation of 
speculators’ homesteads had been the means 
of success in that regard. Up to the pres- 
ent time the government's newspaper apolo 
gists have held the speculative homesteader or 
squatter responsible for all the ills to which 
the North-West ha® fallen heir—as @ man 
outside the pale of the law and one upon 
whom to waste mercy would beacrime. It 
has probably dawned at last upon the senses 
of ourall-knowing rulers that in taking this 
stand they have been talking rot so palpable 
that no one was deceived. Thatafter having 
granted millions upon millions of acres to 
railway companies, millions upon millions 
more to colonization societies, locking up 
atill other millions upon millions in mile belt,

It must be adinitted that the trae way to 
deal with the public lands would be to allow 
them to pass only from the hands of the 
government into those of parties who actual 
ly require them for Use, This would bar out 
speculators of all kinds and speculative squat 
ters as well as Other, But when the prinei 
ple is so widely departed from as to lock up 
nearly three-fourths Of the land in the terri 
tories for speculative Purposes only and men 
of every grade, class, deseription, profession 
trade, calling, race, Color, or residence, ape 
not only allowed, but encouraged to specu 
late in them, and the line is to be drawn to 
exclude speculative squatters, better reasons 
than any yet adduced should be forthcoming 
Instead of being the monster of evil which 
the government and supporters 
have been in the babit of painting bine the 
speculative syuatter, In Ninety Mine Cases out 
of a hundred, ie a resident of the territories 
making his living aud anxious to remain there 
who desires to acquire what 
termed a stake in the country of his adop

With sal- 
aries none too large, deprived of the oppor- 
tunity to acquire land although plenty lay 
all around them, which could be acquired by 
both residents and non-residents, they have 
seen their opportunity of securing a comfort-

There can be no doubt that it is in the in- 


| terest of the community and of the country 
to give every resident an interest in it if this | 


can be done without injury to it in other re- 
spects. Aslong as @ person ina resident of 


the vicinity, spends his money in the im- | 


provement of the place, raises a reasonable 
as much or more than he 
would be required to do if actually living 
on it- it is difficult to see that he is injuring 
the country very much in any particular. If 
he lived on the place for the first two or three 
years he would not probably spend any more 
money ordo more improvements, for inmany 
cases he would not have the money to spend, 
If he purchased direct from the government 
the chances are that he would do no imiprove- 
nents and while the federal treasury would 


reap a benefit the community amongst which | 


the land was situated would suffer a corre- 
sponding loss. 

That the greater part of the talk against 
the speculative squatter is mere bosh must be 
apparent from the fact that ifa person merely 
desired to speculate in land he could pur- 
chase directly from the government much 
more cheaply than he could improve and hold 
as a homesteader, therefore, if his intention 
were merely to speculate he would take the 
cheaper course of buying instead of the dear 
er one of improving. The very great and 


| chief reason indeed for improving a home- 


stead instead of buying a half section is that 
the homesteader desires to use the cash that 
he would have to pay the government as pur- 
chase money, in making improvements, which 
itis not natural to suppose would only be 
made to be thrown away. 

Of course in relaxing the conditions of re- 
sidence, which are exactedgas a pledge of good 
taken that an extra 
amount of improvement sufficient to 
give equal security cf good faith should be 
demanded, It is probable that the lately 
passed resolutions will be found rather too 
lax as the former ones were too stringent, but 
it will be time enough to haul in the slack in 
this matter when the amount of land held for 
speculative purposes and the various other 
aids to land speculation by purchase are re. 
duced. If the North-West is to be held 
merely as an enormous fleld for speculation 
it im only fair that 
lest cquel chances with mon residents, and 
although the late amendments do not quite 
place them on an even footing yet they ap 
proach as nearly to doing ®0 as can be ex 
pected considering how, why, and

PRAIRIE FIRES. 
Asa great deal of damage has been done 
this spring by prairie fires, and as the law 
against setting these fives or allowing them to 
be set is very stringent, it may be well to 
publish it in full as nowin force. 1t has been 
generally understood that fire might be set 


for clearing land during the months of De- | J 


cember, January, February, March and April, 
without incurring liability but a close read- 
ing of the ordinance does not bear out this 
view. The ordinance is as follows: 

Any person who shall wantonly, or careless- 
ly set fire toany timber, wood land, or prass 
or negligently cause the same to be get fire to

or who kindles or is a party to kindling a fire | 
fu the open airin any part of the said terri- | 


tories except for camp or domestic purposes 
or to protect’ buildings, stacks, or other like 
property in danger of being destroyed by 
cunning fires, or for clearing lands, in the 
months of December, January, February, 
March, or April, by burning log heaps sutt- 
ciently separated from surrounding brush- 
wood or other inflammable material to pre- 
vent the iire from spreading , shall on convie 
tion thereof pay a fine not exceeding one 
hundred dollars, with costs of prosecution ; 
and in default of payment, to be imprisoned 
for a term not exceeding three months. 

Any person who kindles or is a party to 
kindling a fire in the open air forany of the 
purposes allowed in the next preceding sec- 
tion, and who neglects taking effectual means 
while such purpose is being served, or after 
it has been served, to prevent such fire from 
running at large, shall, on conviction, be lia- 
dle toa fine not exceeding fifty dollars, with 
costs of prosecution ; and in default of pay 
ment, to be imprisoned fora term not exceed- 
ing two months. 

Nothing in this ordinance shall bar or pre- 
vent the owner of private property from re- 
covering damages from any offender against 
the first and second sections of this ordi- 
nance. 

Prosecutions under this ordinance shall be 
in a summary manner 

itshall be the duty of all peace ofticers 
upon view of an infraction of any of the en- 
actinents of this ordinance forthwith to ar- 
rest the offender, and without warrant, bring 
him before a stipendiary magistrate or justice 
of the peace, to be dealt with according to 
law. 

In prosecutions upon information under 
this ordinauce whereby conviction is secured 
anda fine paid or collected, the informer 
shall be entitled to receive one-half of the 
said fine. 

Any laws heretofore in force in the North 
West territories for the prevention of prairie 
and forest fires are hereby repealed,
